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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As shown in Figure 5, HayashI et al. clearly 
disclose an exhaust pipe (71) that passes through an electrically heated catalyst portion (74, 75). In Hayashi et al., the element (71) is 
named "casing". According to a dictionary, "casing" is defined as "something that encases or encloses" or "a metal pipe used to case a 
weir. Based on this definition, the casing (71 ) in Hayashi et al. is clearly an exhaust pipe to encase or enclose an exhaust gas within. 
Claims in a pending application are given their broadest reasonable interpretation. See In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the electrically heated catalyst portion surrounds the exhaust pipe) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
